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MARK    E.    PETERSEN 


Mark  Edward  Petersen  has  risen  from  a 
humble  station  in  life  to  merit  a  place  in  the 
Quorum  of  the  Twelve  Apostles.  To  know 
him  is  to  be  acquainted  with  a  man  who  is 
chivalrous,  who  is  kind  and  considerate  to 
others,  and  yet  who  combines  this  humility 
with  a  radiant  personality.  Added  to  this  there 
is  an  intelligent,  driving  force  which  goes  to 
the  heart  of  a  problem  for  a  wise  solution.  He 
is  an  experienced  leader  of  men  who  inspires 
trust  and  who  is  approachable.  He  has  the 
confidence  of  his  associates  and  has  been  a 
source  of  comfort  and  inspiration  to  them  on 
many  occasions. 

Elder  Petersen  was  born  in  a  humble  home 
in  Salt  Lake  City,  just  across  the  street  from 
the  present  location  of  Church  Welfare  Square, 
now  a  city  landmark.  His  early  home  life  was 
simple  and  unpretentious,  and  he  was  helped 
along  life's  pathway  by  the  loving  hand  of 
humble  parents.  They  were  Danish  converts 
who  migrated  to  the  land  of  Zion  for  the  sake 
of  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ.  They  gave  their 
son  access  to  their  most  valued  possession — a 
testimony.  Theirs  and  his  is  a  faith  that  is  un- 
wavering in  acceptance  of  the  divinity  of  the 
Saviour  and  the  divine  mission  of  the  Prophet 
Joseph  Smith. 

In  the  early,  formative  years  of  Elder 
Petersen's  life,  many  unusual  traits  of  charac- 
ter were  revealed  that  attracted  the  attention  of 
his  boyhood  companions  and  the  leaders  and 
teachers  in  the  Twenty-sixth  ward  of  Pioneer 
Stake,  where  he  lived  until  he  was  a  young 
man.  They  learned  to  respect  him  for  his  in- 
tegrity, his  sincerity,  and  the  marked  quali- 
ties of  leadership.  As  did  the  others  of  his 
family,  Elder  Petersen  went  to  work  early  to 
help  win  some  of  the  blessings  of  life.  He  car- 
ried newspapers  and  worked  after  school  and 
during  vacations  assisted  his  father,  who  was 
a  building  contractor.  His  education  was 
secured  in  the  grade  and  high  schools  of  Salt 
Lake  City  and  at  the  University  of  Utah. 

Then  there  is  the  home  life  which  he  and 
Emma  Marr  McDonald  began  to  make  for 
themselves  when  they  were  married  in  the 
Salt  Lake  Temple,  August  30,  1923.  Coming, 
herself,  from  a  home  where  faith,  devotion,  and 
loyalty  abounded,  she  brought  these  with  her 
in  full  measure.  Adding  her  lovely  person- 
ality and  humility,  Emma  Marr  Petersen  has 
immeasurably  contributed  to  the  sweetness 
which  prevails  in  their  home  and  she  has  been 


a  source  of  inspiration  and  support  to  her  hus- 
band in  all  his  achievements.  They  have  two 
daughters,  Marian  and  Peggy. 

Elder  Petersen  went  on  a  mission  in  1920 
from  the  First  Ward  of  Liberty  Stake.  This 
mission  was  to  Canada  and  during  the  two 
years  there  he  had  many  unusual  experiences 
which  strengthened  his  faith  and  gave  early 
indication  that  his  was  a  choice  spirit  entitled 
to  the  promptings  and  inspiration  of  the 
Spirit  of  God. 

When  he  returned  home  he  went  to  work  in 
the  editorial  department  of  The  Deseret  News 
as  a  reporter.  His  ability  as  a  writer  and  news- 
paperman sent  him  to  the  top  of  his  profession. 
He  became  successively  a  copyreader,  news 
editor,  city  editor,  managing  editor  and,  in 
1941  became  general  manager  of  the  official 
church  newspaper.  His  successes  in  the  news- 
paper field  were  never  made  at  the  sacrifice  of 
the  ideals  he  held  dear  from  his  early  youth. 
He  humbly  acknowledged  the  hand  of  the 
Lord  in  the  achievement  of  any  successes  that 
have  been  his. 

Elder  Petersen  is  a  clear  thinker  and  able 
writer.  He  has  made  many  contributions  to 
church  literature  in  the  form  of  features, 
editorials,  and  radio  addresses.  A  compilation 
of  his  editorials  has  been  made  and  published 
in  a  book  entitled  'Your  Faith  and  You.'  He 
is  also  a  very  able  speaker,  and  for  many  years 
before  his  call  to  the  council  of  the  Twelve 
was  in  great  demand  among  the  wards  and 
stakes  of  Salt  Lake  City  and  vicinity.  Even 
before  Elder  Petersen  received  his  call  to  serve 
as  an  Apostle  of  the  Lord  at  the  age  of  43,  he 
had  an  unusually  prominent  church  career. 
He  had  served  as  a  member  of  the  High  Coun- 
cil of  the  Liberty  and  Highland  stakes  and  as  a 
counsellor  in  the  Presidency  of  both  the 
Liberty  and  Sugar  House  stakes.  At  the  same 
time  he  was  a  member  of  the  board  of 
directors  of  the  Genealogical  Society  of  Utah 
since  1934,  and  prior  to  that  time  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  convention  force  of  the  society. 

He  is  an  enthusiastic  temple  worker  and  has 
devoted  much  time  and  effort  to  this  work  as 
well  as  to  genealogical  research.  He  is  an  ex- 
pert in  the  field  of  research  and  an  entertaining 
and  inspiring  speaker  on  this  subject. 

Elder  Petersen  was  ordained  an  Apostle  on 
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NEWFOUNDLAND  COUPLE 
VISITS    TEMPLE.  —  It    was    "a 

dream  come  true"  for  Elder  and 
Mrs.  William  E.  Dare,  who  re- 
cently completed  their  first  trip 
to  Salt  Lake  City.  This  is  a 
unique  experience  for  many  con- 
verts, of  course,  but  the  fact  that 
this  couple  were  the  first  convert 
members  of  the  Church  from 
Newfoundland  to  make  the  3,500 
mile  trip  to  the  Salt  Lake 
Temple  and  also  to  attend  a 
General  Conference  of  the 
Church  adds  a  new  line  to  the 
history  of  the  New  England 
Mission. 

The  Dares,  who  have  been 
members  for  only  four  years, 
were  for  a  long  time  two  of  the 
three  Church  members  on  the 
entire  island  of  Newfoundland. 
There  are  now  13  Newfoundland 
members,  and  this  group  has 
been  augmented  by  20  members 
of  the  U.S.  armed  forces  sta- 
tioned there.

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Suffer  the  Little  Children 

Address  Given  at  General  Conference,  October 

I9S2,  by   MARK  E.  PETERSEN,  of  the 

Council  of  the  Twelve. 


Once  again  1  am  grateful,  my  brothers  and 
sisters,  for  the  opportunity  of  attending  a 
general  conference.  These  meetings  are  indeed 
stimulating,  and  they  are  very  faith-promoting. 
I  am  always  built  up  a  great  deal  by  my  at- 
tendance here,  and  I  am  sure  that  you  are  like- 
wise. 

I  have  been  deeply  touched  by  the  remarks 
that  have  been  made  by  the  various  speakers. 
I  would  like  to  join  with  some  of  them  in  mak- 
ing an  appeal  on  behalf  of  the  young  people  of 
the  Church  that  the  parents  do  all  they  can  to 
build  faith  in  the  hearts  of  their  children.  1 
am  sure  that  all  of  us,  as  parents,  love  our  chil- 
dren. I  am  sure  that  we  desire  that  they  may 
have  the  best  in  life.  But  I  also  know  that 
many  parents  by  their  daily  lives,  by  their 
daily  habits  actually  undermine  the  faith  of 
their  own  children  and  take  from  them  the  in- 
centive to  live  the  gospel  of  Christ. 

One  time,  when  the  Saviour  was  in  mor- 
tality and  the  throngs  brought  their  little  chil- 
dren to  him  seeking  a  blessing,  and  the  dis- 
ciples attempted  to  protect  the  Saviour  and 
prevent  the  children  from  coming,  he  said: 

'Suffer  little  children  to  come  unto  me,  and 
forbid  them  not,  for  of  such  is  the  Kingdom  of 
God/  (Mark  10:14.) 

As  I  see  some  parents  living  so  carelessly  and 
setting  examples  of  disobedience  to  their  own 
children,  actually  destroying  their  children's 
faith  by  their  own  irreligion,  I  can  almost  hear 
the  Saviour  speaking  to  those  parents,  saying: 

"Suffer  the  little  children  to  come  unto  me, 
and  forbid  them  not,  for  of  such  is  the  King- 
dom of  God.' 

I  remember  so  well  a  good  sister  coming  to 
my  office  one  day.  She  sat  at  my  desk  in  tears 
and  kept  saying  over  and  over  to  herself,  'Why 
should  this  happen  to  me?  Why  should  this 
happen  to  me?'  When  she  was  able  to  com- 
pose herself,  she  told  me  about  her  boy  who 
was  in  jail  having  committed  a  serious  crime. 
And  she  said  again,  'Why  should  this  ever  hap- 
pen to  me?'  The  boy  had  committed  his  crime 
under  the  influence  of  alcohol. 

When  I  found  out  more  about  this  family,  1 
learned  that  this  was  the  case:  The  father  and 
mother  used  to  argue  a  good  deal  over  the 
breakfast  table.  The  mother  loved  Tier  cup  of 


coffee.  She  simply  had  to  have  her  cup  of 
coffee.  The  father  always  talked  with  mother 
about  it,  asked  her  to  live  the  Word  of  Wisdom, 
asked  her  to  drink  something  else  for  breakfast, 
and  always  mother  would  say,  'You  can't  tell 
me  that  a  cup  of  coffee  will  ever  keep  me  out 
of  heaven  when  I  go  to  Church  regularly,  just 
because  I  drink  a  cup  of  coffee.'  Always  she 
justified  herself  in  breaking  that  part  of  the 
Word  of  Wisdom. 

There  was  sitting  at  the  breakfast  table,  a 
little  boy.  That  little  boy  listened  to  the  con- 
versation between  father  and  mother,  and  as 
the  mother  defended  her  infraction  of  the  Word 
of  Wisdom,  as  the  mother  said  that  the  cup  of 
coffee  would  not  matter  and  the  Word  of  Wis- 
dom really  did  not  matter  either,  that  little  boy 
believed  his  mother. 

When  he  got  a  little  older,  he  still  believed 
his  mother.  When  he  started  going  with  boys 
who  smoked,  he  began  to  smoke.  His  mother 
had  taught  him  that  the  Word  of  Wisdom 
really  did  not  matter.  'If  it  did  not  matter  to 
mother,  if  it  would  not  stand  in  the  way  of 
her  salvation,  why  should  it  matter  to  me?  How 
can  it  keep  me  out  of  heaven?'  he  would  say 
to  himself  as  he  also  justified  his  actions. 

And  so  as  the  mother  taught  him  to  break 
the  Word  of  Wisdom,  he  took  up  the  habit  of 
smoking.  When  he  went  to  college  and  joined 
a  certain  fraternity  where  drinking  was  the 
custom,  he  began  to  drink.  One  night  under 
the  influence  of  liquor  he  committed  a  serious 
crime  and  went  to  jail.  And  now  the  mother 
sat  at  my  desk,  weeping  and  saying  'Why 
should  this  ever  happen  to  me?' 

There  is  another  couple.  They  also  talk 
over  the  breakfast  table,  and  over  the  dinner 
table,  and  by  their  conversation  they  also  teach 
their  children  certain  things.  Mother  and 
father  see  eye  to  eye  in  this  family.  They 
agree  perfectly,  and  they  talk  over  the  things 
on  which  they  agree  as  they  sit  there  at  dinner 
or  breakfast.  And  do  you  know  what  the 
principal  topic  of  conversation  is?  The  bishop. 
How  they  despise  the  bishop!  How  they  could 
tear  him  limb  from  limb!  Everything  the 
bishop  does  is  wrong.  Why,  nothing  in  the 
world  that  bishop  does  could  possibly  be  right. 
That  father  and  mother  sit  there  picking  at  the 
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bishop  and  pulling  him  apart,  and  depreciating 
him,  and  doing  all  they  can  to  make  each  other 
feel  that  the  bishop  is  the  most  unworthy  repre- 
sentative of  the  Church. 

Did  it  hurt  the  bishop?  The  bishop  went 
right  on  doing  a  fine  job  in  the  ward.  But 
somebody  was  hurt.  There  was  a  little  boy  in 
that  family,  also.  Whom  did  he  believe?  He 
believed  Father  and  Mother.  He  had  no  reason 
to  disbelieve  them.  They  were  his  ideals.  They 
were  the  law  in  that  family.  And  when  they, 
who  laid  down  the  law,  constantly  taught  that 
boy  by  their  own  conversation  to  have  no  re- 
gard for  the  bishop,  no  regard  for  anything  that 
the  bishop  did,  they  taught  the  boy  to  disregard 
everything  for  which  a  bishop  stands. 

That  boy  is  now  a  grown  man.  He  does 
nothing  in  the  Church.  He  has  no  respect  for 
the  Church,  no  respect  for  his  bishop,  nor  for 
the  men  who  installed  the  bishop.  Who  is  re- 
sponsible? 

'Suffer  the  little  children  to  come  unto  me. 
and  forbid  them  not,  for  of  such  is  the  King- 
dom of  God.'    . 

I  have  a  friend  who  has  a  son,  and  every 
Sunday  this  friend  goes  out  fishing  or  hunting. 
He  is  a  member  of  the  Church.  He  thinks  he 
is  a  pretty  good  member  of  the  Church,  ex- 
cept that  he  does  not  observe  the  Sabbath.  He 
does  not  pay  his  tithing.  He  does  not  observe 
the  Word  of  Wisdom.  But  if  you  ask  him,  he 
is  a  good  member  of  the  Church. 

He  always  used  to  send  his  little  boy  to 
Sunday  School  and  to  Priesthood  meeting.  But 
when  the  little  boy  got  old  enough  to  realize 
what  the  father  was  doing  and  to  realize  what 
a  strong  interest  there  is  out  there  on  the  stream 
with  a  rod  in  your  hand,  he  wanted  to  go  with 
his  dad.  The  dad  at  first  protested,  not  so 
much  because  he  did  not  want  the  boy  to  stay 
away  from  Church,  but  because  he  thought  the 
boy  would  be  pretty  much  in  the  way.  Never- 
theless, the  boy  continued  to  ask  to  go  with  the 
dad,  and  finally  he  did.  Then,  every  Sunday 
that  father  gave  that  son  first-hand  lessons  in 
how  to  violate  the  Sabbath  day,  first-hand 
lessons  in  how  to  stay  away  from  meeting,  how 
to  choose  fishing  on  Sunday  instead  of  going  to 
Church. 

What  chance  did  the  boy  have  of  becoming 
converted  to  the  gospel  when  the  father  was 
teaching  the  son  how  to  break  the  law  of 
God? 

Suffer  the  little  children  to  come  unto  me. 
and  forbid  them  not'  by  continuing  in  any  bad 
habits  that  you  have,  'forbid  them  not'  by 
teaching  them  violation  of  the  commandments, 
'forbid  them  not'  by  setting  the  wrong  kind  of 
example,  'for  of  such  is  the  Kingdom  of  God." 

The  Saviour  said  something  else: 


'Whosoever  therefore  shall  break  one  of 
these  least  commandments,  and  shall  teach  men 
so,  he  shall  be  called  the  least  in  the  kingdom 
of  heaven;  but  whosoever  shall  do  and  teach 
them,  the  same  shall  be  called  great  in  the 
kingdom  of  heaven.'  (Matt.  5:  19.) 

The  Lord  also  said  at  another  time: 

'Woe  unto  the  world  because  of  offences! 
for  it  must  needs  be  that  offences  come,  but 
woe  to  that  man  by  whom  the  offence  cometh!" 
(Matt.  18:7.) 

I  believe  that  one  of  our  great  Americans  is 
J.  Edgar  Hoover,  the  head  of  the  Federal 
Bureau  of  Investigation.  At  one  time,  Mr. 
Hoover  talked  about  the  juvenile  delinquency 
problem,  and,  among  other  things,  he  said  this: 
'Our  youthful  delinquency  is  a  problem  which 
strikes  into  practically  every  home  in  America. 
It  is  something  to  which  every  parent  should 
give  the  deepest  consideration,  because  the  re- 
sponsibility for  youthful  law  infraction  today 
lies  more  on  the  doorstep  of  the  adult  than  it 
does  on  that  of  the  youth.  It  exists  largely  be- 
cause of  lack  of  discipline.  It  is  due  to  a  ten- 
dency to  evade  responsibility  that  parents  in 
many  instances  have  allowed  their  children  to 
stray  without  proper  guidance,  and  in  stray- 
ing, commit  thousands  of  crimes  which  send 
so  many  of  our  boys  and  girls  yearly  into 
prison.' 

Last  Saturday  there  was  an  editorial  in  the 
'Church  Section'  of  the  Deseret  News  which 
had  to  do  with  the  example  of  parents  to 
children  in  regard  to  the  drinking  habit.  This 
editorial  indicated  that  the  great  majority  of 
drinking  parents  have  drinking  children,  and 
the  great  majority  of  non-drinking  parents 
have  non-drinking  children.  It  was  based  on  a 
study  made  by  one  of  the  large  colleges  in  the 
eastern  part  of  the  United  States. 

The  editorial  goes  on: 

'The  example  of  parents  and  its  effect  upon 
children  is  not  at  all  limited  to  the  use  of  liquor. 
It  enters  every  phase  of  the  child's  life. 

Have  you  seen  many  children  who  were  con- 
verted to  prayer,  for  instance,  who  had  parents 
who  never  prayed?  .  .  . 

Have  you  seen  many  children  who  are  regu- 
lar Church  attenders  whose  parents  never 
come?  There  are  some,  it  is  true,  and  they  are 
to  be  commended  most  highly  for  it.  But  such 
are  in  the  minority. 

And  when  you  find  parents  who  criticize  the 
practices  and  officers  of  the.  Church,  do  you 
find  a  tendency  in  the  children  to  do  likewise? 

When  parents  openly  express  disapproval  of 
the  law  of  tithing  in  the  home,  are  the  children 
apt  to  pay  tithing?

Generally,  prayers  in  public  should  be  short. 
In  setting  the  pattern  the  Saviour  gave  us  the 
Lord's  Prayer  of  only  sixty-seven  words,  indi- 
cating his  appreciation  of  reasonable  brevity. 

In  such  supplications  as  dedicatory  or 
patriarchial  prayers,  these  utterances  may  be 
expanded. 

A  prayer  consists  of  four  parts: 

1.  The  Salutation  in  which  the  Lord  is 
addressed,  such  as,  "Our  Father  who  art  in 
heaven." 

2.  The  Statement  of  Gratitude,  in  which  He 
is  thanked  for  the  blessings  received. 

3.  The  Supplication,  in  which  He  is  asked  for 
various  blessings. 

4.  The  Closing,  in  which  the  prayer  is 
brought  to  a  termination. 

When   referring  to   our   Father  in   Heaven. 


quite  sufficient.  We  are  counselled  that  the 
Lord  does  not  like  vain  repetition. 

Some  people,  in  praying,  when  pausing  to 
collect  their  thoughts,  or  when  wondering  what 
to  say  next,  use  the  expression,  "Our  Father 
in  Heaven,"  as  a  sort  of  rallying  device,  or  an 
object  through  which  to  get  one's  bearings,  and 
have  been  known  to  repeat  these  sacred  words 
twelve  or  more  times  in  a  single  prayer.  This 
is  hardly  proper,  even  when  it  is  done  humbly, 
because  it  is  repetitious. 

Some  people  think  that  a  long  prayer  for 
every  day  purposes,  is  more  likely  to  be  heard 
in  heaven,  than  a  reasonably  short  one.  That 
does  not  necessarily  follow. 

When  the  objective  in  mind  in  a  prayer  is 
attained,  then  it  should  be  reverently  brought 
to  a  close. 


PRAYER 

I  often  say  my  prayers,  but  do  I  really  pray? 
And  do  the  wishes  of  my  heart  go  with  the 

words  I  say. 
I  may  as  well  kneel  down  and  worship  gods  of

A  prayer  uttered  without  faith,  the  Lord  can

only  the  intimate  pronouns  are  used,  such  as: 
Thee,  Thy,  Thou,  Thine. 

One  does  not  say  to  our  Heavenly  Father, 
for  instance,  "We  thank  you  for  your  blessings, 
etc.,"  but,  "We  thank  Thee  for  Thy  blessings, 
etc." 

The  proper  name  of  our  Heavenly  Father, 
which  is  God,  should  be  spoken  only  very 
rarely,  and  then,  very  reverently.  That  is  the 
most  sacred  word  in  all  the  world. 

The  same  is  true  of  the  proper  name  of  the 
Saviour,  which  is  "Jesus  Christ."  Even  when 
it  is  used  in  the  name  of  our  beloved  church, 
it  should  be  spoken  solemnly  and  with  feeling. 
Synonyms  for  these  great  and  holy  names  are 
available,  and  generally  sbDuld  be  used. 

In  praying,  in  public  especially,  we  should 
not  repeat  these  sacred  words  again  and  again. 
As  a  rule,  twice  in  a  single  prayer  should  be 


Here  is  a  sample  of  a  modest,  little  prayer 
which  respects  the  laws  herein  laid  down:  "Our 
Father  who  art  in  Heaven, 

We  thank  Thee  this  morning  for  this  lovely 
place  of  assembly,  and  for  our  Sunday  School 
officers  and  teachers. 

We  are  truly  grateful  for  all  of  Thy  goodness 
to  us. 

Wilt  Thou  please  help  us  this  day  that  we 
may  be  truly  worthy  of  Thy  blessings  and  de- 
serving of  Thine  approval. 

Kindly  bless  us  especially  as  we  worship  here 
this  morning,  that  ours  may  be  a  rich  spiritual 
experience,  we  earnestly  pray.  In  the  name  of 
Jesus  Christ.    Amen." 

Remember  the  pronunciation  of  the  word 
"Amen"  is  "amen"  with  the  long  "a".  That  is 
the  preferred  rendering  of  the  word  "Amen" 
in  a  spoken  utterance.  In  singing,  the  Italian 
"a"  is  used. 
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Before  you  start  to  utter  your  prayer,  quietly 
and  inconspicuously  clear  your  throat  behind  a 
handkerchief,  making  sure  your  vocal  chords 
are  in  order.  Fear  sometimes  causes  mucous 
to  gather  in  your  throat  without  your  knowing 
it.  To  have  to  do  this  after  you  have  addressed 
the  Lord  is,  indeed,  unfortunate. 

Speak  the  beautiful  words  clearly  and 
reverently,  to  the  Lord,  who  is  only  twenty 
feet  away.  In  fact,  He  may  even  be  much 
nearer  than  that.  Thus,  all  members  of  your 
Sunday  School  will  hear  you.  They  also  want 
to  be  within  ear-shot  as  they,  too,  are  a  part  of 
your  prayer.  Be  sure  to  use  the  pronoun 
"we,"  because  you  are  voice  for  everyone  in 
the  service. 

Say  each  word  of  the  prayer  calmly,  dis- 


tinctly, and  naturally.  Don't  vocalize  the 
pauses  between  the  words  or  sentences,  that  is. 
when  you  have  uttered  a  word,  stop  saying 
anything  more,  as  far  as  that  word  is  con- 
cerned. For  instance,  some  people  add  syllables 
to  their  words  before  and  behind.  The  syllable 
they  use  mostly  is  "uh."  The  word  "and"  then 
becomes  "and-uh,"  the  word  "he"  becomes 
"he-uh,"  and  so  on.  This  lessens  the  beauty 
of  our  language,  which,  when  properly  used, 
is  one  of  the  loveliest  in  the  world. 

No  matter  how  humble  your  prayer  is,  if 
you  will  phrase  it  simply  and  pronounce  it 
with  clear  and  articulate  voice  and  reverent 
tone,  it  will  be  an  utterance  which  will  please 
the  Lord.

When  father  and  mother  go  fishing  and 
hunting  or  on  outings  to  the  canyon  on  the 
Sabbath,  do  the  children  prefer  to  remain 
at  home  alone  and  go  to  Church? 

Although  parents  do  not  realize  it,  every  act 
of  their  lives  has  its  effect  upon  their  children. 
It  is  true  that  many  children  lover  higher  prin- 
ciples regardless  of  what  their  parents  do.  Such 
children  are  grieved  at  the  weaknesses  of  their 
own  parents,  and  wish  it  were  otherwise.  Chil- 
dren of  that  type  are  made  of  sterling  qualities, 
and  should  receive  the  encouragement  of  every 
person  in  the  Church.' 

And  then  it  concludes: 

'When  the  wise  man  of  old  said,  'Train  up  a 
child  in  the  way  he  should  go,'  he  certainly 
had  in  mind  the  power  of  example  on  the  part 
of  the  parents.' 

Parents,  you  can  encourage  or  discourage 
your  child's  faith  and  religious  activity.  By 
your  own  acts,  you  can  either  promote  faith 
or  you  can  destroy  faith.  Which  will  it  be? 
'Suffer  the  little  children  to  come  unto  me,  and 
forbid  them  not,  for  of  such  is  the  kingdom 
of  God.' 

May  we  follow  that  instruction,  is  my 
humble  prayer,  in  Jesus'  name.

1.  LOUISA  CAROLINE  (BAUERLE) 
STEELE. 


Sister  Louisa  Steele  was  born  in  Hull,  York- 
shire, England,  on  Steptember  15,  1875.  She 
is  the  second  of  five  children.  Her  parents, 
Frederick  Michael  Bauerle,  and  Louisa 
Susanna  Renner  were  both  born  in  Germany, 
but  soon  after  they  left  school  they  moved  to 
England,  settling  in  Hull.  There  they  met  and 
married. 

As  a  child  Sister  Steele  was  sent  by  her 
parents  along  with  other  children  of  their 
family  to  a  private  school.  Her  Mother  used 
to  advise  her,  "Always  do  what  is  right,  mix 
with  nice  girls,  and  learn  wherever  you  see 
anything  useful  is  being  taught,  and  you  will 
get  on  in  life."  This  childhood  teaching  has 
guided  the  life  of  Sister  Steele  these  many 
years. 

At  the  age  of  14  her  schooling  was  inter- 
rupted, for  a  short  time  she  helped  her  parents 
in  their  butcher  shop.  Then  two  years  later 
Sister  Steele  went  to  live  w'ih  an  Aunt  in  Ger- 
many and  also  attended  a  cooking  and  house- 
keeping school.  Returning  to  England  again, 
she  helped  her  parents  in  the  shop  until  her 
marriage  to  a  young  man  who  was  employed 
by  her  father. 

On  April  25,  1895,  she  became  the  bride  of 
Johann  Ludwig  Christian  Steeg.  They  made 
their  home  in  Hull  where  her  husband  con- 
tinued in  the  meat  business.  When  the  first 
war  broke  out,  Mr.  Steeg,  fearing  that  his  Ger- 
man name  might  cause  abuse  for  his  family, 
had  it  changed  to  Steele.  The  family  has  been 
known  by  that  name  ever  since. 

In  October  1916  the  family  moved  to  Ire- 
land. Sister  Steele  feels  that  the  Lord  had 
a  hand  in  this  action  for  it  was  there  that  they 
first  heard  the  fullness  of  the  Gospel.       The 


Steeles  were  not  converted  overnight,  how- 
ever, and  like  Brigham  Young  Ihey  studied  the 
gospel,  attended  meetings,  and  listened  to  the 
preaching  of  the  local  members  and  travelling 
missionaries  for  two  years  before  becoming 
thoroughly  convinced  of  the  necessity  of  bap- 
tism. Then  it  was  on  the  day  of  October  9, 
1918,  that  the  family  was  baptised  by  Benjamin 
Birchall,  the  local  Branch  President. 

After  joining  the  Church  Brother  and  Sister 
Steele  kept  very  active,  and  held  many  im- 
portant positions.  Brother  Steele  was  for 
many  years  the  President  of  the  Dublin 
Branch,  and  Sister  Steele  served  as  President 
ot  the  Relief  Society  for  five  years. 

Highlights  of  her  church  activities  are  the 
association  of  various  authorities  of  the 
Church  who  have  visited  her  in  Dublin.  Among 
her  fond  memories  is  the  visit  of  Elder  James 
E.  Talmage  of  the  Council  of  the  Twelve.  He 
was  at  that  time  President  of  the  European 
Mission.  He  lived  with  the  Steeles,  and  pre- 
sented them  with  an  autographed  copy  of  his 
book,  "Articles  of  Faith."  This  Sister  Steele 
still  enjoys  reading,  and  is  justly  proud  of  it. 
She  also  had  the  privilege  of  meeting  President 
David  O.  McKay,  who  at  that  time  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Council  of  the  Twelve  presiding  over 
the  European  Mission. 

In  1927  Brother  and  Sister  Steele  journeyed 
to  Salt  Lake  City.  There  they  went  through 
the  temple  and  were  sealed  for  time  and  all 
eternity,  and  did  temple  work  for  their  dead 
ancestors.  Sister  Steele  had  previously  been 
to  Utah,  but  this  time  she  received  the  bless- 
ings of  the  temple  with  her  husband.  She  now 
looks  back  on  this  experience  as  "the  happiest 
day  of  my  life." 

It  was  not  long  after  this  event  that  sadness 
came  into  the  life  of  Sister  Steele.  In  1934  her 
beloved  husband  passed  away.  This  event  was 
the  most  trying  and  crucial  time  of  her  life.  At 
this  time  two  of  her  children  were  on  the  seas 
travelling  to  visit  one  of  her  daughters,  Mrs. 
Wagner,  who  was  living  in  South  Africa. 

Sister  Steele  is  the  mother  of  three  children: 
Bertha  (Sister  Price)  who  is  now  deceased, 
Christian  who  is  now  living  in  Dublin,  and 
Laura  (Sister  Wagner)  who  is  now  living  in 
East  London.  She  has  seven  grandchildren  and 
ten  great-grandchildren. 

Sister  Steele  is  the  oldest  and  one  of  the 
most  faithful  members  in  the  East  London 
Branch.  Every  Sunday  morning  she  walks 
over  a  mile  to  attend  Sunday  School  and  to 
partake  of  the  sacrament.  The  cold  winter 
winds  of  the  Eastern  Cape  doesn't  chill  her 
spirit,  and   many  a  time  she  will  be  among

We 
have  a  good  understanding  of  many  laws  and 
phenomenons  that  were  undreamed  of  a  few 
years  ago,  both  in  the  scientific  and  socialistic 
fields  but  still  the  world  is  lacking  in  something, 
for  innocent  blood  is  being  shed  throughout  the 
world  today.  There  seems  to  be  a  need  for 
more  men  like  the  humble  teacher  of  Galilee, 
men  who  do  not  try  to  solve  their  problems 
with  guns  and  atomic  bombs  but  who  teach 
love  for  their  fellow  men,  to  do  unto  others 
as  you  would  want  them  to  do  unto  you.  Yes, 
today  more  than  ever  before  there  is  a  need 
of  teaching  spiritual  truths  pertaining  to  God 
and  the  value  and  power  invested  in  prayer. 

Today,  almost  six  months  after  President 
David  O.  McKay's  visit  to  South  Africa,  his 
words  of  wisdom  and  encouragement  are  still 
ringing  in  the  minds  and  hearts  of  the  mem- 
bers and  missionaries.  In  a  very  impressive 
manner  President  McKay  stated  that  'A  pray- 
ing man  is  a  growing  man.'

Prayer 
is  a  powerful  tool — a  tool  which  all  men  can 
become  acquainted  with  and  learn  to  use  to 
enrich  their  lives.

How  true  this  state- 
ment is  but  the  fact  remains  that  although  we 
pray  for  certain  things  our  requests  are  not 
always  granted  to  us  immediately.  A  farmer 
may  pray  for  rain  to  help  his  crop  grow, 
while  a  pilot  working  for  some  airway  may 
pray  for  clear  skies  to  insure  him  a  safe 
journey.  A  small  boy  may  pray  for  a  pocket 
knife,  which  if  he  could  obtain  would  possibly 
do  damage  to  himself  as  well  as  his  playmates. 
Men  fighting  in  war  may  ask  that  they  will  be 
victorious,  but  in  doing  so  they  are  praying 
against  each  other,  and  thus  both  prayers  can- 
not be  answered.  Many  times  prayers  are  not 
answered  just  as  we  wish  them  to  be.     Prayer 
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is  not  to  be  used  as  a  wishing  well  to  bring 
into  our  lives  all  that  we  desire,  but  prayer  is 
the  power  to  give  us  wisdom  to  overcome  our 
own  problems,  understanding  to  get  along  with 
our  fellowmen,  courage  to  face  the  difficult 
assignments  of  life,  and  strength  to  do  what 
has  to  be  done.  Prayer  is  a  means  of  com- 
munication with  the  creator  of  us  all.  A  way 
to  'learn  the  luxury  of  doing  good,'  a  way  to 
cultivate  our  virtues  and  give  thanks  for  bless- 
ings of  this  life  that  we  enjoy. 

In  this  world  of  trouble  and  turmoil,  prayer 
can  play  an  important  part.  If  we  will  pray 
the  way  we  should,  then  we  will  strive  to  live 
the  way  that  we  pray  for  God's  inspiration  will 
be  with  us  and  'by  what  we  require  of  God  we 
see  what  God  requires  of  us.'  Yes,  'More 
things  are  wrought  by  prayer  than  this  world 
dreamed  of.'
